Winston Churchill who often gives 
over to exultation but seldom to op¬ 
timism, saw this grim week for what 
it was; one of Britain’s last chances 
to roll the dice.

Last week, Churchill warned of yet 
worse explosions to come. “It is," he 
said “vary hazardous to forecast in 
what direction Hitler will employ his 
military machine in the present year.

But of late 
the British temper has altered, and there is a cry for 
revenge “in kind.” The mass attacks of Nazi air fleets 
on Bristol, Liverpool, Coventry,- Belfast, London, and* 
other centres, large and srhall, have had for their pur¬ 
pose, nothing but wanton cruelty, visiting unimaginable 
horrors on innocent people. 

And at last the government has consented to reprisals 
which will give German civilians an idea of what Bri¬ 
tain has been enduring at Nazi hands for almost a year. 

The German lenders must have some belief that te-- 
rorizing civilians is an effective way of wfnning a war. 
It has not worked on British people, but it might he just 
♦he method which would most quickly demoralize the 
German people. 

Quite outside of bombing Berlin in a spirit of ven¬ 
geance, is the more important possibility that it might 
serve as a fgftor of great consequence in destroying 
German morale, and thus shortening the war. 

For some time in England there has also been a cry 
to bomb Rome. There i,s a question if Italy might not 
hav .3 succumbed speedily to a strong mass attack on 
the home front. 

It is with the greatest reluctance that Britain resorts 
to ruthless measures which are the Nazi stock-in-trade. 
In withholding attack on civilians for so long, Britain 
may be exercising mercy. _ But while Bel grade*aTtd oth¬ 
er unoffending cities are being razed, Berlin has suffered 
little. 

War* is no sporting event. It is bloody, brutal and un¬ 
speakably cruel under all conditions. The object is for 
one side or the other to win as decisively and quickly as 
possible. 

The^German civilian population have gone relatively 
untouched while the German military machine has 
trampled over Europe: The longer the war continues, 
the more acute will b? the misery of the millions of civ¬ 
ilians in the vanquished territories. 

If the bombing of Berlin, Rome and other great Gor- 
,man and Italian centres can bring the guilty people 
more quickly to a reali -ation of tho horrors of this Axis- 
imposed war, then such a policy seems in the interest of 
all humanity. 

Canada isn't feeling the pinch of war compared with 
some of the other Dominions. Take-Australia as an ex¬ 
ample. The Antipodean Commonwealth has to import 
many products in order to keep 1 usiness going. Its 
newsprint, most of it, comes from Canada over seas that 
are menaced by enemy raiders. Most of the gasoline 
has to be imported, and the users of cars are at this 
moment paying sixty cents a gallons—a 16 cent ad¬ 
vance since the war began. There are other instances 
also of much higher costs in Australia, and New Zea¬ 
land, too, as compared with Canada.—Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald.

Excess Profits on Beef 


The only line in the poem that strikers remember, and 


they have it wrong, is “Sail on, O unions, strong and 


great.” It would be singular if they had it right. 


SASKATCHEWAN Stock Growers’ Association has 
compiled a report dealing with the position of the 
ranching industry in respect to excess profits tax. Be¬ 
fore any fair estimate can be made on excess profits ris¬ 
ing from the sudden increase in cattle, there should be 
taken into account the subnormal years which have been 
experienced by the industry. 

The Saskatchewan summary is of interest to South¬ 
ern Alberta sto:k growers because much the same condi¬ 
tions have prevailed in this part of the west, and the 
same situation is faced in respect to excess profits. The 
year 1940 cannot be considered without reference to the 
years preceding. It is recommended that the industry 
should be classified us a depressed industry thus entit¬ 
ling it to consideration under provisions specified in the 
Excess Profits Tax. Unless these concessions are made, 
it would he impossible to build un necessary reserves to 
withstand the hazards of markets, drought and hard 
winters. 

The Saskatchewan report deals with conditions during 
the period of 1930 to 1906, when the Hawley-Smoot tar¬ 
iff closed the only profitable export market. Unemploy¬ 
ment conditions in Canada had further depressive effect. 
In 1936 production costs were ircreased because of 
feed. There was forced marketing with low jyices and 
government intervention was ne essary. The result was 
heavy losses, and accumulation of debt. Much the same 
conditions prevailed in 1937 and although the U.S. mar¬ 
kets opened, herds were reduced and debts accumulated 


The extent of our war effort would be impressive if es¬ 
timated by its cost, but hundreds of millions are being 
spent in mobilizing, equipping and training for home de¬ 
fence at home. It is compulsory service that detracts from 
service abroad. It puts men in uniform without putting 
them in the war. Indeed it offers a solatium for not going to 
the theatre of war. The Act which makes military service 
at home compulsory leaves the soldier free to avoid ser¬ 
vice where the issue of peace or war is being decided. . 


The only flaw in the convoy system is that the slowest 
shijvs set the pace. The same flaw exists in the govern¬ 
ment at Ottawa where the slowest ships are the leaders.

Dr. Joseph S. Davis, Director of the 
famous Food Research Institute cf 
California, and one of the world’3 
greatest authorities on the interna¬

eat. 

(5) That the two last decades of 
‘Nationalism,” “Self-Sufficiency” and 
“Planned Management” or rather of 
“Mis-Management” as some call it
